DO YOUR PART. 

In proportion ns the situation nt 
Jacksonville darkens, mill tin* possi- 
liility inerenses that other places will 
share its misforttine in greater or- less 
degree before theeiul eoiiies.it lieeomes 
the more pressing that every/Jiie in 
anyway interested in Florida, or hav¬ 
ing any business with our people, 
should do all in his power to help the 
State in her t hue of need. 

Js't every one be quick and vigilant 
to head oil the “ealainity lidr,” whose 
efforts at home ami abroad to gain 
cheap notoriety hysprsuding false and 
exaggerated reports are constantly 
doing us.injury. Every one here who 


has friends in distant places has prob¬ 
ably had the experience of receiving 
letters expressing the writer’s solici¬ 
tude, and perhaps going so far as to 
at t empt t o induce us t o Ily while t here 
is yet tithe from the danger which the 
writer is sure we must lie exposed to. 
Tin.’reply should lie prompt, and so 
plain that it will carry convict ion 
with it, that we are in no more danger 
than if we were in New York or Chi¬ 
cago. In fact a hundred accidents of 
disease or injury would threaten ns 
there for every eliauee we have lien* of 
death from yellpvv fever. In the first 
place,,there is no fever within a hun¬ 
dred miles of ns. fit the second place, 
where,it is at its worst not over ten 
per rent. rit t he eases prove fatal. In 
the third place, if the fever ever gets 
out into the high, dry pine lands it 
invariably dies out immediately, for 
want of the necessary conditions to 
support it. For nil f liesc reasons we 
should feel perfect ly safe unless under 
circumstances-nf the grossest negli¬ 
gence of sanitary eondit ions, and we 
should lose no opportunity of inform¬ 
ing our friends -of these reasons for 
our safety, and through them I lie rest 
of the world, and let it lie plainly 
understood that a very large part of 
t he St ate is juilf as safe as w e are. 

Let us supplement our work on the 
general public by bringing /ill the pres¬ 
sure weean upon our {ora) authori¬ 
ties to lead them to avoid ally unnec¬ 
essary causes of alarm at home or 
abroad, by avoiding undue si ringeney 
in their regulations, and by appoint - 
ing sensible a nd discreet men to enforce 
such rules ns are necessary. On the 
other hand we should encourage and 
cheerfully submit to such regulations 
and precautions as will tend to inspire 
confidence that no reasonable safe¬ 
guard is being neglected. 

Let us all remember that every bus¬ 
iness man in the State is subjected to 
di Hind ties and embarrassments in 
collecting accounts, and getting sup 
plies, which make any favors weean 
show him doubly welcome, and such 
favors, hy casing and fa«*ilitatingl'iisi- 


ncss, will react to the advantage of 
the whole community. Pay all your 
debts as promptly as possible, so as 
to keep the money moving and at 
work. The business of the State needs 
all the lielp and stimulus it can get 
from this source, and it will he good 
policy in the end if persons abroad 
who owe money in the Slate will pay 
up prompt ly, and those who have ac¬ 
counts due them will not be tuoexact- 
mg in their demands for payment. A 
little ciTort and consideration will be 
well repaid in the stimulus tit general 
trade and the avoidance of un- 
necessary failures. 

Evert yourself in private enterprise. 
It you an- t hiukingof start mg any new 
scheme, start it as quickly as possible 
Don’t wait to see how business will 
turn in till* winter; turn it yourself. 
If everybody waits for every body else, 
ijobody will.move. No matter if it is 
only a few rows of potatoes for home 
use, it encourages pm and your neigh¬ 
bors to pitch in and get them planted, 
and every dollar you save by growing 
your own supplies is a dollar l hat you 
can spend for some labor or product 
of a neighbor at home, instead of send-, 
ing it out of t lie State.for unnecessary 
importations. If you have any larger 
scheme on hand, so much the more 
reason for pushing it for all it is worth. 
In times of threatened or actual de¬ 
pression, it is the lack of. confidence 
nnd rons«-«plent neglect ofexertinn and 
effort that dot lie mischief,, far more 
than any real danger of failure.

tiniate 1. The lea ves, it placed inaller 
nati* layers ivilli corn in l lie shuck, [ 
will prevent the ravages of weevil, and 
it is more t lian prnhahle would hav e 
tdic Miiue elTeet with peas, beaus and 
grant- I’sed in like manner with 
clothing, hlankets and other woolen 
goods.it is a certain'repellent against 
moths. Meat packed with cither 
leaves or berries w ill not he at tacked 
hy worms. A decoction of the loaves 
or I terries used to water plants will 
profeel them-from llie.cut worm. i te. 

If t hese claims for t lie foliage and Irnit 
can l»e snhstantiated, we know nl no 
reason why they could not he used as 
an insecticide for all purposes where' 
one is required,- and with every .pros- 
,pe< t of success. It is at least worthy 
of an extended t rial. 

Pruning to Promote FloworinK- 

The following, from the Lmlifs’ 

I hum’ ('im>()itninii, was originally 
intended to apply to house plant s. hut 
it is just asapplieahle t o t hose grown 
in t he open grofmd : 

Plants which produce their llcovers 
upon the new growth bloom mole 
freely if pruned frequent ly find severely.. 


Ifoses,; houvardias, plumbagos, and 
manyotiier plants of similar (diarae- 
ter, are great ly st miniated and encour¬ 
aged to hloom hy this treatment. It 
is a good plan to cut hack a hraneli 
as soon as a llower or a cluster of 
Mowers begins to fade. Never cut 
away any portion containing a hud. 
'Phe more new growth you can get, 
however, the more Mowers will he pro¬ 
duced. Sunlight, uneven t emperat tire, 

moist at mosphefe, and i direct venti¬ 
lation all aid in keeping plants in a 
lieall hy eoudil ion ; hut for t he class of 
plants mentioned pruning is quite as 
essential, and should not, lie neglected. 

Manurinn tho Grapo. 

'Phe (iovernuieiit committee in 
France, after several years investiga- 
t ion of t he manuring of t lie gr^ipe, and 
of results of a series of experiments 
with potash manures, report strongly 
against nitrogenous manures includ¬ 
ing stable manure -as being “more 
hurtful than useful.” which accords 
with common prucl ice, also that feeble 
grape vines consume as much manure 
as vigorous vines. 

Potash should enterilito lliecoinpo 
sit ion of manures for grape vines, t lie 
element s in t lie soil being generally in 


had condition foi;. assimilation; 
potash carries forward in some way 
wit h it the other, fert Mixing pfineiples. 

Potash from the root passes to the 
vine, to the lea ves, then to the twigs, 
to arrive at last at I lie fruit , of Which 
it favors I he development. Its migra- 
I ion is comparable to those of the 
nit rogem/.ed elements and the phos¬ 
phates. . 

'Phe potash introduced through the 
root in the course'of a season is not 
entirely consumed, since it is found 
liftfructification, reserved in suMiei- 
cut quant it y. in I he wood and-in the 
t w igs llunil MrnHriifirr.

Railroad aecidriit shave always been 
a great souree, of anxiety t »*» fho man¬ 
agers, and tIn* sharks reeeived liy the 
puhlir when great loss of lift* occurs 
from such causes deepens t lit* ini t*i*«*Mt 
which I lie general eomimmit y feels in 
t lie means taken to avoid these' dis- 
.tiHfHHiiiR occurrences, American rail¬ 
way ollicinls have made encouraging 
progress, in reducing I In* numliei; and 
the seventy of accident*, and while 
tlie record is not so good on many of 
onr cheaply constructed roads, our 
first -class 'roads how show by their 
statistics that t hey compare fayora* 
lily in t bis respect witli t he Knropean 
companies.
